Japanese authorities said they 


regarded this tribute as the high- 
est possible voluntary gesture of 
one nation to another. 


At Washington Secy. Hull an- 


nounced that official reports had 
confirmed that Japanese surface 
vessels machine gunned the Ameri- 
can gunboat Panay after it had 
been bombed from 
the 
air by 


Japanese naval fliers. 


As a disciplinary measure, Rear 


Admiral Teizo Mitsunami, chief of 
Japanese naval aerial operations, 
was relieved of his post., It was 
announced this act was in line with 
Japan's pledge to punish officers 
responsible for the attack. 


Jn addition to the strong de- 


mands made by the United States, 
Japan was confronted with a note, 
presented by British Ambassador 
Craigle, protesting against bom- 
bardment of the British gunboats 
Ladybird and Bee and British mer- 
chant ships in the war zone. 


Foreign Minister Koki 
Hirota 


announced to the Japanese cabinet 
council that the foreign ministry 
was trying to devise satisfactory

YOST LICENSE CASE IS 


REMANDED TO COUNCIL 


State Commission Indicates 


City Arbitrarily Changed 


Limit Number. 


The state liquor commission has 


referred back to the Lincoln city 
council the case of Adam G. Yost, 
applicant for a beer license at 137 
No. 14th. Limitation of the num- 
ber of licenses in the city of Lin- 
coln was the issue raised in an 
appeal by Yost to the state com- 
mission after the city council had 
refused to approve the application. 


Chairman McEachen of the state 
commission said the evidence pre- 
sented at a recent hearing nar- 
rowed" itself to a place where a 
decision by the commission would 
be a decision on general policy 
rather than the case at hand. 


The right of the council to reg- 


ulate the number and location of 
licensed places is granted by law, 
but the commission appears to 
hold that the city council fixed the 
number at 54 last July in a reso- 
lution, but made no provision for 
further reduction, such as a clause 
which would say that when licenses 
are turned in by holders no new 
licenses should be granted. 
The 


council in this case in November 
refused to approve the Yost ap- 
plication for the reason that there 
were then "enough licenses." 
At 


the time of the second resolution 
there were 52 licenses in force 
and Yost alleged his was not a 
"new" one. 


To permit a licensing board to 


change the limit during the license 
year at will the state commission 
indicates might be subject to criti- 
cism for favoritism or use of arbi- 
trary power. 


Chairman McEachen's letter to 


Mayor Copeland says:

OMAHA. (UP). State Englne«r 


Tilley informed Nebraska county 
commissioners 
and 
supervisors 


Thursday that only $3,284,000 In 
federal aid funds will be available 
to Nebraska 
between now and 


June 30, 1939, if President Roose- 
velt's recommendations for curtail- 
ment of government highway ex- 
penditures are accepted by con< 
gress. 


In 1940, Nebraska's .share of 


federal aid would be only $2,- 
540,000 under the president's pro- 
posal, he said. * 


"If Nebraska's unfinished high- 


way system is to be adequately 
completed, we should be vitally 
interested in retaining the national 
policy of federal aid for highway 
construction," he said in an ad- 
dress before the annual conven- 
tion of county cqmmissioners and 
supervisors. 


The high point in federal high- 


way aid in Nebraska was reached 
in 1931 when allotments aggre- 
gated $11,884,000. 
The total in 


1936 was nearly as much, ?11,- 
003,000. Tilley estimated total ex- 
penditures 
for 
construction 
in 


1937 at 56,125,000. 


He said he had Instructed dis- 
trict highway engineers to con- 
sult with county boards about the 
location of federal feeder roads. 
The legislature 
made 
9528,000 


available for that purpose. It will 
be matched with federal funds. 
When work now contracted ia 
completed, 
Nebraska will have 


2,475 miles of paved highways, 
5,809 miles of gravel roads and 
310 miles of earth roads main- 
tained by the state.

of 49 railroad crossings since Jan. 
1, 1936, by separation and 24 by 
relocation, he considered the most 
oustanding accomplishment.

Woodmen Cen- 
tral was organized within the last 
year by officers of the Woodmen 
Accident company to take over 
the business of the Cornbelt Life 
company. National Assurance was 
organized in 1934 by officers of 
the National Accident company, 
which had been in business for a 
number of years. The accident 
business continued to be written 
by an assessment company organ- 
ized by the same group. The Na- 
tional Assurance will continue in 
business, but confine its activities 
to health and accident underwrit- 
ing, its articles bein^ amended for 
that purpose. 


The order of Director Smrha 


sets up that the capital of National 
Assurance had become impaired 
and to correct such impairment 
the par value-of the outstanding 
stock ($117,000) will be reduced 
to $50,000.

gress of S. W. O. C., assailed Tom 
3irdler, president of the Republic 
Steel corporation, declaring that 


name of Girdler "should be 


synonomous with murder." 


The labor leader after 20 min- 


utes ovation, declared: 


'You have found out for the 


first time in your respective lives 
that you could organize 
if 
you 


wanted to organize." 


Turning .suddenly to speak of the 


steel operators, and the strike in 
'Little Steel" companies last year, 
le went on: 


''This union, like the Christian 


church, is founded upon the blood 
of man. . . 


"No one need have any fear that 


a Weir or a Grace is going to de- 
stroy this union in the future. 


"No one need have any fear that 


a murderer like Girdler can de- 
stroy this union because it cannot 
be destroyed by 
murdering 
its 


members. 


"As the year 1937 draws to a 


clos2, the great iron and steel in- 
dustry of America has been or- 
ganized for the first time, dedi- 
cated to American principles. 


"There are those who said it

Miss Thompson Wonders if 


Jap Government Can Ac- 


cept Responsibility.

The 
Panay, a practically 
unarmed 
American gunboat—in reality a 
•mall yacht—has been bombed and 
•unk by Japanese war planes, 
while proceeding peacefully in the 
Yangtze river, above Nanking, to- 
gether with three Standard Qi! 
vessels. The action occurs while 
the Japanese government is mak- 
ing repeated protestations to the 
"United States that it desires whole- 
hearedly to retain American good 
will. 
And while 
Japanese 
di- 
plomacy is doing its best to win 
America away from close co-op- 
eration with Great Britain., 
The question is: Why did this In- 


cident occur? How could it oc 
cur? 
The Japanese 
ambassador 
in 
Washington says that this was "a 
grave blunder," a "great mistake," 
and "completely accidental." We 
are informed that members of the 
Japanese cabinet were near tears 
when the news was anrounced. 
The circumstances of the bomb- 
Ing are such as to preclude any 
possibility that it was accidental 
First of all, the Japanese navy ac- 
cording to 
news 
reports, has 


boasted that there were no more 
Chinese ships left in the Yangtze 
Therefore, any other ships remain- 
ing there would be foreign. Second 
the identity of the Panay was con- 
spicuously displayed by American 
flags on every mast. 
Third, the 
American naval 
command 
ir 
Shanghai had repeatedly informed 
the Japanese navy of the where 
abouts of 
our vessels in the 
Yangtze. And, fourth, the Panaj 
was so small that the bombing 
planes had to swoop very low 
where they could plainly see wha 
they were aiming at. And then 
they bombed it four-times. 


Civil Government Powerless 
One is forced to draw a few con 
elusions from this incident. 
I 


would appear, that the civiliai 
government of Japan is withou 
authority. There is no connection 
between its diplomatic policy, an 
the actions of the army and navy 
who really rule Japan. 
These armed 
forces of Japan 
which have never been defeated 
apparently think that they are in 
vincible against the forces of th 
world, if need be. 
The younger and more radicj 


element in the army and navy—i 
was this element that was re 
aponsible for the murder of Tak 
Hashi and other great Japanes 
moderates—is 
riding the whirl 


wind. It appears that the militar 
command does not dare to punis 
these 
people 
for 
egregiou 
breaches of discipline. Since thi 
conflict broke out, there have bee 
numerous attacks on foreign ship 
"and 
on foreigners—including th 
British ambassador in Shanghai— 
and while the Japanese govern 
ment has 
sometimes reluctant! 
apologized, and made vague prom 
Ises of punishing the 
offender 


guilty of these attacks, we have n 
knowledge that any such punish 
men has ever been meted out. 
These facts—if they are corre- 
—are of extreme importance. Fo 
it would seem that what we ar 
dealing 
with—and 
what 
th 


Chinese are fighting—is not a r 
aponsible army! That the muc 
vaunted Japanese discipline is, a 


this moment, a myth. And that 
the aggressive 
element of 
the 
armed forces is criminally irre- 
sponsible and reckless. 
It is taking, on behalf of the 
Japanese people, an extreme'y long 
Chance, counting on the fact that, 
y and large, the people of the 
nited States are peaceful, and 
hat Great Britain and France, 
owever much they might be in- 
ined to fight for the preservation 
f their interests, in China, are im- 
K>tent -to move, because of the 
ritical situation m Europe and the 
[editerranean. 
Throws Light en Claim. 


All this also throws a light upon 
he claim of the Japanese that 
hey are in China, not because they 
ave any quarrel with the Chinese 
eople, or because they have any 
erritorial ambitions—such is the 
fficial 
propaganda—but merely 
jecause they wish to restore order 
n China, and free China from the 
mchinations of irresponsible poli- 
icians and irresponsible 
military 
eaders. It all breaks down to the 
rgument that irresponsible Jap- 
.nese firebrands are engaged in 
reeing 
a 
neighboring 
country 


rom irresponsible leadership, and 
thus becomes idiotic. 
The Japanese government has 
accepted full responsibility" for 
he attack—so the question now is: 
s the Japanese government in po- 
ition to accept such responsibility, 
and what does it amount to ? 


If 
one reads the 
•ightly, or even part rightly, then 
jne will have very little faith that 
ji promise not to let such events 
occur again, will, or can be kept. 
Meanwhile, the position of our 
government is difficult in the ex- 
reme, and the state department 
needs the sympathy of cool headed 
citizens. There wi 
will counsel that 
everybody from the far east, and 
abandon even the most peaceful 
pursuits there But if a large part 
>f the world, and by no means the 
most responsible part, had not be- 
come convinced that the" demo- 
cratic nations were unwilling to 
defend anvthing, and that any- 
thing goes m treatment of them, I 
doubt whether the Panay incident 
would ever have 
occurred.

gave. The demand for organization 
of Ford employes comes not from 
workers in the factories but from 
outsiders who hope to profit by 
what it is proposed to do. 


Members of the senate commit- 


tee which investigated the case of 
Tom Mooney have expressed the 
belief that Mooney should be par- 
doned. A careful study of the case 
has led members to belief thai 
Mooney is being punished, unjustly. 
The committee is considering a 
resolution calling upon the presi- 
dent to urge tile governor of Cali- 
fornia to grant Mooney a 
full 


pardon. The Mooney case is one ot 
the* most interesting and unusual 
in the annals of American crim- 
inal law. Mooney has been fight- 
ing for vindication since 1917 and 
his case has been under discussion 
at Intervals for the past 20 years. 


A Utah doctor has served no- 


tice that he needs no more prac- 
tice in delivering babies and that 
he intends to run his business on a 
cosh and 
curry basis. No more 


babies, he &ays, unless cash is paid 
in advance. 
Most doctors would 


like to run their business on this 
basis and if they could do so, most 
of them could reduce their fees 
But people will refrain from pay- 
ing promptly or in advance and 
when nn emergency comes, public 
sentiment forces the doctor into 
action no matter what his per- 
sonal feelings 
may be on 
the 


matter. The Utr^H man may have 
made a firm resolve but he wil 
probably succumb to pressure like 
any other practitioner the 
first 


time an emergency develops. 


A Daily Nebraskan contribute: 


questions the proposal to make it 
necessary that the people vote for 
war befcrs congress can declare 
war.. He holds that the people wil 
Vote for w»r more certainly than 


will congress. He aaya "Give the 
public sole responsibility for dec- 
laration of war and you will see 
the launching of tremendous war 
propaganda drives by interested 
foreign powers who a'r/ quick to 
realize an advantage." Without 
that power returned to the people 
by congress, propaganda 
drives 


now are being made and efforts 
are underway to carry favor of 
the people for this or that nation. 
Under any form of government, 
under any method for mainten- 
ance of peace or declaration of 
war, we have propaganda drives 
and probably always will have. 


THE PEOPLE'S CONCERN. 
Freedom of the press, a right 


guaranteed by basic law, is not 
the especial property of newspap- 
ers and other publications. 
It is 


a right granted 
to the people. 


The right of the people to know 
what is being done by a public 
agency goes beyond the privileges 
that are supposed to be accorded 
to the press. The press is a pri- 
vate agency, serving the public, 
that charges itself with keeping 
the people informed. How well it 
accomplishes that mission is of 
course a matter for the people to 
decide. 
The people cannot hold 


the press responsible for failures 
which are caused by public agen- 
cies suppressing what they do, or 
refusing 
representatives of 
the 


newspapers access to their records, 
or attendance at their meetings, 
//hen a public agency so rules 
t is for the people to say whether 
they want public business tran- 
sacted by their agents in secret, 
or whether they want publicity of 
public affairs. 


Sometimes a public agency is 


nvested with power, or assumes 
the power, of deciding what the 
public shall read and what it shall 
not learn by reading the news- 
papers. 
There are plenty of in- 


stances where that has been done. 
We have some near home. There 
are others farther away. 
Away 


from home is the case of the Na-" 
tional Labor Relations board. 
Its 


chairman has rendered a decision 
on the freedom of the press. He 
says that freedom "does not mean 
that if a news gatherer or an 
opinion seeker in the course of his 
work observes a violation of law. 
he may not be asked by public 
authority to give evidence of that 
violation." He adds that his board 
is prosecutor as well as judge. 
He had reference to the case where 
the board has tried to drag' the 
editor of a trade magazine before 
it for inquisitional purposes. The 
NLRB is not a court with wide- 
spread 
powers 
that cover the 


activities of the press, or which 
may say what the people shall 
or shall not read. 


A federal administrative bureau 


for Nebraska recently ordered the 
eviction of two families from a 
resettlement colony in Nebraska, 
"in the intei est of the United 
States" 
Decision to do that did 


not come from a duly constituted 
court 
but 
from 
a government 


bureau. Nevertheless it may have 
the force and effect of law. Then 
there is the .case of a Nebraska 
district organization, created by 
voters within the district, denying 
reporters access to their meeting 
where public business was to be 
transacted. 


Whether the press functions and 


freedom of expression for all is 
maintained is largely a matter for 
the people themselves to decide. 
The press is interested, of course, 
but attacks are less on the press 
than on the people. 


AN ACCOMPLISHED FACT. 
The dream of demagogic poli- 


ticians has long been that which 
would result in the wedding of 
farm and labor into one national 
party. 
These two units of the 


voting population easily outnum- 
ber all others, and one who could 
unite even 70 percent of each into 
one political organization would be 
assured of a long reign of power. 
The possibilities along this line 
have long been apparent to the 
shrewder leaders of both of these 
groups, but they have signally 
failed to get anywhere in the past. 
Two barriers have intervened. One 
is that with labor the largest con- 
sumer and the farmer the largest 
producer there is a natural eco 
nomic conflict. 
The other is tha 


this is a two party nation. 
Tin 


miracle of amalgamation has beet 
already accomplished. 


That preat magician of politics, 


Mr. Roosevelt, hag shown how 
farm and labor can be induced to 
sit down at the same economic 
table. 
He promised labor a new 


weapon in its battle to secure a 
larger share of the income of in- 
dustry, and'he kept that promise 
by creating the national labor re- 
lations board 
He promised farm- 


ers price parity and when he could 
not accomplish it by passing a few 
laws, he equalized income by giv- 
ing them a billion or two dollars 
as subsidies for not raising crops 
and to build 
up depleted soils. 


Thus he gained and retains the 
support of two groups with con- 
flicting 
economic interests, and 


the amazing thing about it is that 
he does it by employing the old 
Tammany method, for using which 
Tammany has been run out of 
politics nnd generally execratec'. 


The second nnd greatest obstacle 


was also removed by tire wave of 
Magician Roosevelt's w.-iml. 
He 


showed the folly of trying to use 


the third* party method. He merely 
used the idea that the communists 
have long been practicing in try- 
ing to j,e.t control of organized 
labor, that of burrowing In. The 
democratic party befng the nearest 
and best Instrument it was selec- 
ted. 
Without warning and with- 


out warrant from the people, the 
administration has undertaken to 
make over the government. Demo- 
cratic party traditions, principles, 
policies or programs no longer 
control the party of that name, 
and neither do many of its leaders. 
The third party is now in control 
of 
national 
affairs. 
Democrats 


and republicans are equally out 
of the picture. The new deal party 
has stolen and will continue to use 
the livery of democracy. It needs 
it for 1940. As a farm-labor party 
it would have no chance, and 
knows it. 


MONROE DOCTRINE AGAIN. 
The question of the status of the 


Monroe doctrine has been raised 
in connection with fascist activi- 
ties in Brazil. 
While European 


fascist powers deny tnat they have 
been active in Brazil, the state 
department seems to have some 
ideas of its own. In fact the sit- 
uation has been deemed serious 
enough to warrant a warning to 
foreign powers. The question of 
propaganda in its various forms, 
including radio, in the light of this 
doctrine, is being given 
some 


attention. 


Whatever the wisdom of the 


course may be, as long ) s the 
Monroe doctrine has not be -n dis- 
carded by some official act, the 
state department seems deter- 
mined to keep foreign meddlers 
out of the Americas, 
At the 


present time it is not quite cer- 
tain whether or not acts by repre- 
sentatives of foreign nations in 
Brazil may be interpreted as* for- 
bidden under the doctrine. 


The radio broadcasts are an- 


other matter which 
complicates 


interpretation of 
the 
doctrine. 


Programs directed at South Amer- 
ican countries and especially de- 
signed for their consumption have 
been prepared by the 
Germans, 


program's which are said to be the 
best thing on the air south of the 
equator. These p r o g r a m s are 
heavily freighted with propaganda 
and are undoubtedly having some 
effect. 


The radio's part in international 


affairs is growing and the prob- 
lems it may develop are hinted at 
by this situation. 
Who would 


ever have dreamed that a com- 
munications device might violate 
the 
Monroe doctrine? 
Yet in 


Palestine and northern Africa we 
have seen the Arabs stirred to 
bloody action by Italian inspired 
propaganda 
against the British 


rulers of those areas. 
In a less 


pronounced way the South Amer- 
ican situation is much the same. 


Every turn of the wheel of in- 


ternational events seems to find us 
lined 
up 
opposite 
the 
fascist 


powers of Europe and more and 
more closely confronted with sit- 
uations which promise to demand 
action. 


FOOTNOTES. 


Yale university will benefit to 
the extent of about $100,000 as 
the result of the death of a for- 
mer Nebraska woman, says the 
Hastings Tribune. Back at New 
Haven the news is hardly worth 
space in the daily papers, we ven- 
ture, for $100,000 is a small sum 
in comparison to great numberb 
of contributions that have been 
made to the big eastern school. 
In Nebraska, however, the giving 
of $100,000 is rare enough that it 
attracts attention for reason of the 
size of the gift. 


To us, continues the Tribune, 


there is something in this incident 
worthy of consideration beyond 
the fact that it is a generous con- 
tribution 
as we 
midwesterners 


view contributions. 
The Woman 
who made the bequest was the 
wife of a Yale professor. She had 
a natural tie with the New Haven 
school and it is not hard to follow 
the reasoning that would cause 
her to choose Yale. But, on the 
other hand, there is the fact that 
the estate was handed down to 
her by pioneer patents who had 
settled in and grown up with Ne- 
braska. 
What a pity that $100,000 


could not have been turned to the 
upbuilding of a school in the state 
which provided opportunty for its 
accumulation. The University of 
Nebraska or one of the denomina- 
tional schools in this state would 
have appreciated thnt gift in n 
measure that would exceed Ynle's 
appreciation of a couple of mil- 
lions. 


By the very workings of trnde 


there is a tendency for the eastern 
nnd western population centers in 
this country to profit some from 
whatever the midwest contributes 
to national business. 
There is 


enough of this that we should 
guard jealously any accumulated 
wealth that might be invited to 
leave Nebraska communities. It 
is not our aim to hold up the re- 
cent gift to Yale university as one 
which we would arbitrarily say 
should have been given to the 
University of Nebraska or Has- 
tings college. It is merely an ex- 
ample 
pointing to a situation 


which 
deserves 
more 
of 
our 
attention. 


The gift Illustrates thnt there is 
money in Nebraska seeking places 
where it can serve ft good purpose. 
We- probably need to work up e 
bit more pride in our own insti- 
tutions and to rhake it easier for 
people lo contribute to their up- 
building. This is just ns true of 
communities as it is of colleges 
and universities. It's worth think- 
ing about.

DR. BfcADY'S HEALTH TALK. 


A man who followed the reduc- 
tion regimen given in th» booklet 
"Design for Dwindling" weighed 
19ft pounds when he went on the 
regimen, and three weeks later he 
weighed 180 pounds. Then he gave 
up because he began to have head- 
aches and diXElness. he say*. Now 
he complains because he gained 
six pounds in three weeks after he 
abandoned the reduction regimen 
and resumed his .habitual overeat- 
ing. 


In the first place the man ig- 
nored the advice given in the book- 
let. 
There I expressly 
caution 
against too rapid reduction, and 
explain that a sane, moderate re- 
duction regimen is one that brings 
about the loss of not more than 
two or three pounds a week, or 
say six to eight pounds in a month. 
Yet there the man went at it ham- 
mer and tongs, reducing at the 
rate of five pounds a week. I be- 
lieve that rate of reduction would 
make almost anybody feel ill. 


Seldom does any one accumulate 
excess weight or superfluous flesh 
at an average rate of more than a 
pound a week, indeed the average 
rate of gain is nearer a pound a 
month. In other words the over- 
weight individual generally accu- 
mulate! his surplus of 20 to 30 
pounds over a period of two or 
more years. 


Why are people who acquire 
overweight so leisurely in such a 
tearing hurry to get rid of it when 
they finally recognize their «ad 
plight? For the same reason, I 
imagine, that makes other people 
subject themselves to an astonish- 
ing amount of discomfort under 
various 
strenuous 
treatments 


which, they imagine, will "boil 
those poisons out" of the system. 
It requires grim determination 
to stick for even three weeks on 
a diet so severe that It reduces at 
the rate of five pounds a week. 
Greater determination than the 
average individual has. Sooner or 
'later, where such a strenuous diet 
is followed, comes either an irre- 
sistible demand for proper nutri- 
ment or a breakdown—illness from 
malnutrition. 
This hammer and tonga man 


further complained that the vita- 
mins—minerals suggested to sup- 
plement the restricted diet began 
to be unpalatable after the second 
week. In that circumstance there 
are other forms in which a fair ra- 
tion of vitamins and minerals may 
be taken daily to supplement any 
restricted diet—and such vitamins, 
at least, should always be taken 
by any one whose diet is being re- 
stricted for any purpose. There is 
no advantage to be gained in any 
case from restricting the supply 
of vitamins. 
Heaven knows few 
people get enough vitamins to 
maintain optimal health anyway. 


Any adult who is putting on ex- 
cess weight can best control the 
weight by adopting these simple 
principles or even one or two of 
them, and retaining them perma- 
nently: 


1. Eat one less slice of bread, 
toast or equivalent amount of car- 
bohydrate food daily than you have 
been accustomed to eat. 
2. Push away from table J&st 


before the dessert arrives. Dessert 
is invariably just so much super- 
fluous food on top of a square 
meal. 


3. Use a quarter grain of half 
grain saccharin tablet instead of a 
teaspoonful of sugar for sweeten- 
ing tea or coffee, if you customar- 
ily use sugar. Up to five grains of 
saccharin daily is perfectly harm- 
less for anybody.

W A S H I N G TON.—One white 
house reaction to the repeated in- 
cidents in the orient might be to 
raise from 400,000 to 700.000 the 
fighting force the United States 
could put in the field on the out- 
break of war. After a couple of 
years of inconspicuous atudy, the 
experts of the army general staff 
have a plan ready to do just that. 
Recently the army's proposed 
modernization program has ex- 
cited much interest, but the fact 
that the general staff also hopes 
for an expansion of the American 
fighting power has escaped atten- 
tion 
The expansion, if it is re- 
sorted to. will not mean much in- 
crease in the army's peace time 
enlistment. But it will mean spend- 
ing at least $400,000,000 and per- 
haps $000,000,000 on armaments. 
The money will buy hundreds of 
thousands of the new semiautoma-

The need is for stores of 
supplies with which to oquip new 
soldiers mobilized at the start of 
hostilities. As things stand now, 
the army store depots do not even 
contain the supplies called for un- 
der the old blue prints for a "pro- 
tective mobilization" of 400,000 
men. 
The best the United States could 
do at the start would be an ac- 
tive force of 300,000. Additlona'. 
new troops would have to wait for 
months •while the factories pro- 
duced their outfits. 
Therefore, the general 
staff's 
first desire is to see the store de- 
pots filled, and the modernization 
and motorization program carried 
out for a potential fighting force 
of 400,000. They figure this will 
cost J1BO,000,000. 


More Fighting Power. 


Expanding the potential fighting 
force from 400,000 to 700,000 is 
largely a matter of laying in extra 
stores for the 
extra men. The 
army's officer-training 
program 
would have to be broadened, but 
most of the ?250,000.000, which the 
increased fighting power is ex- 
pected to cost would go for guns 
and trucks and uniforms. 
Besides the $150,000,000 to meet 
existing deficiencies, and the $250,- 
000,000 to expand the national 
fighting power, the general staff 
would like to spend 1100,000,000 or 
more on heavy armament. Their 
supply of big guns is adequate, but 
not up to date. They want to re- 
place them with a remarkable new 
type of Howitzer and a. very jpe- 
clal new 105, and they hope to do 
so when they get the rest of their 
program out of the way. 
Complete and detailed plans for 
the program are now in the safes 
in the shabby old war department 
general staff 
offices. Work on 
them was really begun when Gen. 
Malin Craig became chief of staff. 
It has had much encouragement* 
from President Roosevelt, and now 
the work is finished, much to the 
general staff's satisfaction. 


The President on Arming. 
It's a reasonable long shot bet 
that the armament program might 
be trotted out to frighten 
the 
bumptious Japanese, not because 


dent is now Inclined that way, but 
because of the simple logic of the 
institution. 
In the first place, the president 
has repeatedly told his intimate ad- 
visers that he believes the present 
fighting forces of the country to 
be inadequate. He has always ex- 
plained that lie does not want an 
army or navy capable of aggres- 
sion. But he has argued forcibly 
that, in a world in. arms, it is 
criminal negligence not to provide 
the

States 
with

weapons for self protection. 
In the second, long before such 
arousing incidents as the recent 
one of the Panay bombing, he 
showed an unusual agitation over 
the far eastern situation. With his 
somewhat suppressed desire to 
play an influential part in interna- 
tional affairs, and his deep feeling 
of the importance of democracy 
and its processes, he was greatly 
excited by the Ethiopian and the 
Spanish problems. But from the 
start he was infinitely more con- 
cerned over the Sino-Japanese con- 
flict. 
Armament Prospects. 


Before the president can start 


spending laige sums on an arma- 
ment program, he will have to run 
the gauntlet of the peace organiza- 
tions and the congressional isola- 
tionists. The devoted workers of 
the peace organizations 
have 
strange power in a Washington 
where idealism is rarely 
at 
premium. The congressional Isola- 
tionists are about the most voca: 
group on the bill. It's a hard 
gauntlet to run. 
After 
the president's 
Chicago 
speech on "quarantining" aggres- 
sors, the peace groups stirred up 
most successful row. But the 
president, for some reason, is not 
convinced that 
the row repre- 
sented the sentiment in the coun- 
try. In private talks he has re- 
turned again and again to his no- 
tions for improving Internationa 
relations, and he has told his inner 
circle that he considers nationa 
opinion favorable to rearmament. 


Of course, there won't be a re 
sort to a big armament program 
unless the administration turns tr 
spending to combat the depression 
For this purpose, the general staf 
expansion and modernization plan 
are very pat. They are ready. They 
will give the country its money' 
worth. They call for spending in 
the heavy industries. The fact tha 
the spending Is to be on arma 
ments will minimize conservativ 
opposition. 
Equally, if the 
adminlstratio: 


doesn't turn to spending, the gen 
eral staff will have to go thr 
years of such piecemeal recon 
struction as they 
have reccntl 
practiced, before they get their de 
there is evidence that the presl- i sired fighting force.

Barter cup finely-chopped citron, 
ine-half cup broken nut meats, 
bree eggs, two cups flour, two tea-

,easpoon each nutmeg and cinna- 
mon and, one-quarter 
teaspoon 


cloves. Beat eggs, add sugar, and 
jream together. Add suet and milk. 
Mix one-half of the flour with the 
Yuits and nuts. Sift balance of 
flour with the spices, salt, baking 
powder and add to egg mixture. 
Add fruit and mix well. Pour into 
well-buttered mold until It is two- 
hirds full. Cover. Place mold in 
pot nlled^with sufficient boiling wa- 
,er to half cover mold. Cover pot 
Ightly and steam for three hours. 
Add more water if necessary to 
ceep up steam. Serve with hard 
luce. 
Boston cranberry pie calls for 


-NO tablespoons cornstarch, one 
and one-half cups hot water, one 
cup sugar, one-quarter teaspoon 
salt, one cup seedless raisins, two 
cups cranberries and one tablespoon 
Dutter. 
Blend cornstarch 
with 


sugar and salt, gradually adding 
lot water, and cook in double boiler 
until mixture thickens, stirring con- 
stantly. 
Add raisins, butter and 


cranberries and cook for five min- 
utes. 
Line pie pan with pastry, 


and brush with melted butter. Add 
filling, cover tops with one-half- 
inch strips of pastry. Bake in 450 
F. oven for 20 minutes. 


Sweet Souffle 


For a delicious sweet souffle, take 


five egg whites, beaten stiff; one- 
half cup sugar, pinch of salt, one- 
half cup each seeded raisins, cut in 
pieces, and chopped nuts. Beat egg 
whites and salt until stiff and 
gradually add the sugar, beating 
constantly. Mix raisins and nuts 
together and fold into egg whites 
Pour mixture into buttered baking 
dish and set pan in dish of hot wa- 
ter. Bake in moderately slow oven 
(325 F.) for about 30 minutes 
Serve immediately after taking 
from oven. 
Some pudding sauces would not 


be out of place here, we think. One 
of the most delightful sauces Is a 
mixture made by beating two egg 
whites and two cups honey to 
gether until mixture forms a light 
fluffy sauce. 
New England nutmeg sauce Is as

>ractlce, I am sure he would In- 
clude "head nols«s" la his list. This 
Is ft common affliction of middle 
s«e. Occasionally It may occur ia 
roung; persons who suffer from 
some Infection or other disorder of 
the ear. But It Is most prevalent M 
Individuals beyond middle age. 


The doctor calls this conditlo* 


'tinnitus". It is a peculiar sensa- 
tion, described In various ways by 
different sufferers. 
As a rule, It 


A continuous noise, often com- 


pared to the ringing of bells, the 
rushing of a stream, the hissing of 
steam, the rolling of the ocean, or 
to some musical tone or sound. 


Different Forms 


There are mild and severe forms 


of this disorder. 
The annoyance 


may be so marked as actually to 
prevent sleep and rest. Some of 
the afflicted are more fortunate in 
having it only in a mild form. 
Tinnitus is not something new. 


It has been known to afBict man- 
kind for centuries. 
The ancients 


believed that these noises were 
caused by evil spirits imprisoned 
within the skull. They resorted to 
manv crude devices m the hope of 
encouraging the devils or evil spir- 
its to escape. 
There are many causes of tinni- 


tus. It may be the result of some 
deformity, irritation or inflamma- 
tion of the ear, or of the passage- 
way into the ear, the eustachian 
tube. Enlarged or diseased tonsils 
or adenoids may be the cause. 
Dried or Impacted wax, polyps, tu- 
mors or foreign bodies in the ear 
canal are possible causes that must 
not be overlooked. 


Common Cause 


Perhaps the most common cause 


of head noises is some constitu- 
tional disorder. High blood pres- 
sure, hardening of the blood ves- 
sels, auto-intoxication, faulty diet, 
overexertion and fatigue are com- 
mon factors associated with annoy- 
ing and ringing sounds In the ears.

Letters from Fraternity Houses. 
Dear Mrs. Post: We would like 


to have your answers as to the 
best way to serve In the dining 
room of a fraternity house. Tables 
seat from eight to ten men. Serv- 
ice must be simplified wherever 
possible. 
Which means that at 


times the Individual plates are 
filled In the kitchen and then again 
the "head of the table" serves from 
a large platter placed in front of 
him. Which way is employed de- 
pends upon the menu. But when 
individual plates are brought in 
from the kitchen, who-should be 
•erved first at each table, or Isn't 
thi» Important? 
And when the 


man at the head of the table does 
the serving, who la served first? 
Or *e*in, isn't this Important? 
A. I am supposing that the 


"head of the table" is one of the 1 
"brothers" and of the same rank! 
(if this is the proper way to de- 
scribe it) as all the others at table. 
If this is true, I don't see that it 
matters who is served first. The 
order might be changed from day 
to day so that the same men do not 
always get the first plates and the 
same others the tail-ends. 
"Offi- 
cial" guests should be seated at 
the right and left of the acting 
host and served first, of course. 
Personal friends of any of the men 
at table would probably be seated 
next to their particular friends and 
served first, if this Is practical.

rations it has been supposed thai 
apan was a civilized nation and 
hat respect for the rights of for- 
igners was as sacred to the Japa- 
ese as it is to the American or 
British or French peoples. 
In America there is doubtless 
ttle realization of how helpless 
lese Americans in the far east 
eally are. They cannot run off to 
ome relatives nearby or take a 
rain to another city. They must 
;et out of interior points for the 
nost part by boat. The American 
runboat Panay was in the act of 
aking Americans from the Nan- 
iting area. The Japanese may be 
a great hurry to wipe out the Chi- 
nese, but there is no special ur- 
gency about their wiping out the, 
oreigners who have had to remain 
behind. 


Some reports have it that the 


Japanese opened machine gun fire 
on the Panay from launches. This 
would mean that 
the Japanese 


commanders were determined to 
drive out the American naval 
'orces from Chinese waters. 


The Japanese military chiefs in 


Chna have been rather indifferent 
o cries of international law and 
treaty rights. The Tokyo foreign 
office Thursday has somewhat the 
same role as the German foreign 
office in 1915. 
The people of the United States 


iccord courtesies to thousands of 
Japanese in the Philippines, Ha- 
waii and continental United States. 
If the Japanese government cannot 
see that Americans are treated 
with respect so that they are per- 
mitted to do business in areas ol 
the world which the Japanese con- 
trol or dominate, than it is in or- 
der for Japanese to be asked to 
cease doing business within the 
confines of the United States gov- 
ernment and to go back to Japan 


It is true Americans have 


right to remain in the far east if 
by so doing they might involve 
America in war, but neither have 
the Japanese commercial interests 
any right to get American funds 
American materials, or American 
hospitality in any American ter 
ritory if the government here so 
decides.

TELESCOPE BUILT TO 


STUDY DARK PLACES 


New Venture in Astronomy 


Being Perfected at Indi- 


ana University. 


BLOOMINGTON, 
Ind. 
UF>. A 


new venture In astromony, a tele 
scope, the first of Its kind, built to 
study the dark places in the sky, 
instead of the usual light objects, 
was made public at Indiana uni 
versity. 
The dark 
places 
are 


regions where no star can be seen, 
Astronomers call them dark nebu- 
losities and obscuring clouds. They 
may be dust, possibly the fuel of 
stars. They number 349. Some are 
famous. 
One is the 
coal sack, 


named for its extreme blackness. 
Another is the horse's head, about 
the size of the moon, in the 
con- 


stellation Orion. The largest is the 
rift, a great streak of darkness 
which splits the milky way al- 
most in two south of the zenitn. 


In telescopes the horse*s heac 


looms like a fantastic animal shape 
on the edge of a sunset cloud. The 
rim of the celestial horse's head Is 
silvery with the light of unknown 
unseen stars behind it. Plans for 
this telescope 
were 
started 
25 
years ago by Indiana's astronomer 
Prof. W. A. Cogshall. It has taken 
him all these years 
to get the 


money and do by hand much of 
the work. He ground its mirrors 
himself. It Is a reflecting instru 
ment and the mirrors are its eyes 
the largest 24 inches in diameter 
Their shape is different from other 
mirrors. Their contours are fourth 
degree curves, which means they 
have greater depth at the center 
than ordinary. This design 
was 


suggested to the scientific world 
nearly 30 years ago by the late 
Karl SchwarKschild, German as 
tronomer.
